“Mr Duwopas remarked, that-as he could not antici- 

pate the nature of the objections that were to be urged 

inft the motion, he fhould content himfelf with fim- 
phy aig an Addrefs to the Throne, referving him- 
the privilege of replying, if any cbjections were 
made. He then moved the Addrefs, which was read 
from the Chair, and appeared an echo of the Meffage. 

On the quettion being put, 

Mr Nicwoxt faid if the Houfe adopted this Addrefs, 
they completely abandoned the principle’ on which the 
militia was ori.inally eftablifhed, namely, to defend the 
‘couinery againit «external and internal enemies. ‘The 
anilitia would become a ftanding army, commiffions 
would be at the difpofal of Minifters, the privates would 
be unable to return at the expiration of their fervice, 
and wicked Minifters might ufe them as an engine to 
berth liberties of the country. A few weeks ago 
“Miniitefs affured the Houfe, that the country was in 
imminent danger of an invafion, and that it was neceflary 
to. increafe our means of defence. Since that time, 
-without any affurante of fecurity, a large proportion of 
the regular forcé had been detached; if the militia was 
likewife to. be. detached, the defence of ‘the country 
anult be left to new corps. Was this he would afk, con- 
fiftent With former declarations? It was unjutt to thofe 
jw'.6. engaged for a different fervice to comply with the 
votes cf a majority. ‘The meafure. was impolitic, be. 
‘caufe it called upon an armed force to be a deliberative 
affembly, who might extend: their deliberations to the 
‘choite of their own officers. No act had been done in 
swhich the Houfe had pledged itfelf on the Irith rebellion. 
‘The. that were already fent, had been fent by 
virtue of his Majefty’s perogative and not ‘by any act of 
the Houfe, When fo great a body of men were ina 
State of rebellion, as appeared to be the cafe in Ireland, 
there was reafon to believe that it was the effect of mal- 
adminiftration. 

Mr M. A. Tayxor faid he would afk, were there 
not.many officers who might not with to embark in an 
expedition they never dreamt of. “ The voluntary, 
confent of individuals’’ would unavoidably become com- 

sulfory on all. For.his own part, were he .an officer, 
would ot go out of the country.—From the breach 
of faith, it would be extremely “difficult to procure 
fubftitutes to ferve ifoture. The incorporation of the

wortt of meafures in the worft of times. + 
Sir Lawrence Parx was of i this*mea- 
onftitution, but was 

highly injurious to the fervice to which he belonged. — 
The regiment in which he held a commiflion, he under- 
ftood, had made a tender of their fervice, without his 
knowing any thing of the matter. As a Member of 
Parliament, he felt it his duty to oppofe the meafure, 
though he aflured the Houfe, if the fervices of his regi- 
ment were accepted, he fhould moft cheerfully accom- 
pany them. : : ay 

Mr Pisereronr confidered this propofition as @ 
grofs and flagrant violation of the Conftitution, and ho- 
ped Parliament would make a ftand, and prevent its be- 
ing carried into effe@. He too had the honour to hold 
a commiflion, and though he deprecated the meature, 
yet he was determined, that if his regiment fhould be 
fent to Ireland, not to be a day’s march behind them. 

Mr Rypex admitted that the fervices of militia were 
limited to Great Britain, but what were Minilters to 
do? Offers of fervice had been made, and the militia 
conceived that the moft effectual mode of acting in the 
defence of this country, was to affift in fupprefling the 
rebellion in the filter kingdom, a rebellion the molt a- 
larming in its nature, and the moft dangerous in its con- 
fequences'that ever happened. ‘The neceflity of cruth- 
ing it by prompt and vigorous meafures was obvious.— 


and the event doubtful. © Government had done what 
could be done ; as many regular foldiers had been fent 
as could be fpared. With refpect to the reluctance of 
officers to go, he alked.were they expofed to greater 
hazard than thofe of equal rank and fortune in the re- 
gulars ? He denied that there was any compulfion, and 
contended that in accepting the offers of fervice, Go- 
vernment only gave an‘opportunity for a difplay of that 
zeal and attachment for the interelt of their country, 
which the militia had manifefted on all occafions. 

Lord W. Russex deprecated the principle of this 
meafure. He confidered it as an attempt to abolifh the 
militia laws, and to fubltitute a code diametrically oppo- 
fite. So zealous were our anceftors, that they limited 
the fervices of the militia to their refpective .counties, 
that there might be no diftinétion between the citizen 
and the foldier. They were now propofed to be taken 
out of the country’ to enforce the people of Ireland to 
adept a fyftem which nine tenths of the. country depre- 
cated. For his own part, he would neither confent to 
a fingle fhilling, nor vore for a fingle man going to Ire. 
land to imbrue his hands in the blood of our fellow fub- 
jeéts, until he was convinced that conciliation had fail- 


Mr Banxs faid, though he thought the meafure re- 
prebenfible, he could not but reprobate the remarks of 
the Noble Lord on the ftate of Ireland. A rebellion 
more unprovoked never broke out, and never was there 
‘a more fincere difpofition to a& upon conciliatory prin- 
ciples, than that uniformly manifefted by the Govern- 
ment of Ireland. In his view of the fabject, the urgen- 
cy of the occafion did not juftify a violation of the Con- 
ftitution. The Houfe ought to recolleé&t, that we had 

an army. in Portugal. Why not withdraw that army? 
HIF impeions neceflity required it, it was incumbent y- 
pon Mintiters to avail aeniteliies of their -fervice, in 
preference to lending therh to.an ally. He particularly 
‘objected to their beieg feat as militia, and wifhed that 
fome means might be devifed for forming a corps¢di- 
ftinét from that body. He concluded by moving an a- 
mendment, by leaving out great part of the Addrefs, 
and reprefenting to his Majefty, that the Houfe was sot 
prepared to come to a refolution on the Meflage, 

The Secretary at War expreffed more furprife at 
.the amendment propofed by his Hon. Friend, than at 
what had fallen from the Gentlemen who had given the 
meafure their decided oppofition. The Noble Lord, he 
faid, had let the cat out of the bag, for'he had told the 
Houfe thar he did not with to have the rebellion in Ire- 
land fuppreffed, (a cry of no, mate fomething equiva- 
lent. He deprecated the expreilion—* imbrue their 
hands in the blood of our follow fubjeéts,”” which im- 
plied a guilty thedding of blood... In a cafe of open re- 
bellion it could not be confidered in that light. In re- 
ply to the affertion, that the militia‘was a conttitutional 
controul on the ftanding army, he remarked, that ifthe 
principle was to be carried to a confiderable extent, the 
objection would equally apply to a reduction of the mi- 
litia, without a proportionate diminution of the regular 
army. No documents beyond what were daily received 
from Ireland were, in his opinion, neceffary to be com- 
municated, and asto the expediency of the meafure, 
he knew of no two ftages of warfare that came fo near 
as the fuppreffion of rebellion in Ireland, ard the defence 
of this country. The defence of Ireland, he maintain- 
ed, was the defence of England, and inferred, that 
there could be no violation of the fpirit of the militia 
laws, to accept of voluntary offers of Taitee. He high- 
ly difapproved of Mr Banks’s amendiment, becaufe delay 
might be fatal, at a moment when fo much depended 
upon prompt and vigorous exertions. 

Mr Sueripan faid, the difturbances in Ireland had 
been occafiuned by the machinations of corrupt and evil 
Minifters, who had left Ireland a prey to faction, and 
eltablithed a fyftem of torture. Mr Sheridan expatia- 
ted upod the ftate of Ireland, previous to. the arrival of 
Earl Fitzwilliam—the unanimity and content during his 
continuance—and faid, that the rebellion commenced 
from his a age Soon after this period, thirty or 
forty thoufand of diftreffed poor were thrown,out of 
employ—not lefs than twenty-five or thirty thoufand 
poor were in want of bread, and a fubfcription was rai- 
fed to relieve them. ‘This rebellion was not occafioned 
by French principles, or by Jacobin Principles, as gen- 
tlemen on that fide were continually crying out. Thefe 
diltrefled people had no defire fora French Govera- 
ment, they had only an objection to be famifhed.—More-

Mr Sheridan next touched upon the confpiracies 
and ramifications of confpiracies. which it was faid the 
trials at Maidftone would develope, and wilhed to know 
if Adminiftration had accepted of all thefe offers of fer- 
vice which had been made, and might be relied on in 
this trying emergency ; and have precautions been taken 
for providing any fubltiture for that force which was 
now to be fent out of the country—fo far from encov- 
raging thofe offers which had been made from Gentle- 
men who might be confided in, the conduct of his Ma- 
jefty’s Minilters had been the very reverfe.

tial part of the argument advanced by Mr , Sheridan—

moft cordial concurrence. The Hon.Gentlemar, there- 
fore, mutt either abandon his pofition, or fupport the 
Addrefs now before the Houle ; becaufe if his argu- 
ment meant any thingat all, it meant that the Addrefs 
was founded in found policy.
